tithes. “The fettlers are numerous, though 
poor, and the culture is univerfally cotton. 
On all creeks making trom the Miffiffippi, 
the forl as the fame as on the bank of the 
river, and the borderis the higheft part of 
it, from whence tt defcends gradually to 
the fwamp. In no place on the low lands 
is there depth more than fuffices for one 
plantation, before you come to the low 
grounds incapable of cultivation. This 
creek affords one of the communicationsto 
the two populous and rich ‘ettlements of 
Atacapas and Opelonfas formed on and 
nearthe {ma!! rivers Teche and Vermilen 
which flow into the bay of Mexico.
